A Joke on Future Scientists. 


(From the New York Times.] 
There is a town in Ireland which af­ 
fronts common sense and the language 
of the tyrannical Saxon by calling it­ 
self “Haulbowline.” Recently it has 
added to its original offense by perpe­ 
trating a gross and malignant attack 
upon the Mosaic cosmogony. The 
Haulbowline authorities have for a 
long period been engaged In the con­ 
struction of a dock of such magnif­ 
icent proportions that were Ireland a 
free and happy Republic, any Haul­ 
bowline statesman would, by this 
time, have saved at least a million 
dollars out of the annual dock appro­ 
priation. A week or two ago the 
workmen were lowing a heavy gran­ 
ite block upon the bed of concrete 
which forms the foundation of the 
dock, when a reckless Haulbowliner 
deliberately threw himself in its way. 
The block descended, and the man was 
slowly but thoroughly flattened out. 
The concrete yielded to receive him, 
and by the time that it occurred toa 
bystander to mention to the workmen 
that they had deposited their block on 
a layer of flattened Irishman, the lat­ 
ter had accomplished his suicidal pur­ 
pose. As there was no active demaud 
for his remains, no attempt was made 
to exhume them,and accordingly they 
will remain imbedded In the rock un­ 
til, at some future day, the dock crum­ 
bles into pieces and the flattened skel­ 
eton is brought and exhibited by emi­ 
nent scientific men as a conclusive 
proof of the vast antiquity of man. 


Chinese Labor. 
The Nevada Transcript truthfully 
says: It has always been claimed by 
those who oppose Chinese labor, that 
it does not pay. They claim that the 
same money paid for two Chinamen, 
will more than pay one white man, 
aud that the average white man will 
do more work than two Chinamen. 
The Superintendeutof the Bald Moun­ 
tain Gravel Mine, which is located at 
Forest city,Sierra county, has always 
been one of those who think China­ 
men a nuisance. 
In this mine there 
are 160 men employed. About a year 
ago the San Francisco owners sent up 
word to have Chinamen worked as an 
experiment. The Superimendent se­ 
lected 60 out of a band of 300 laborers, 
and started them in. He tried the 
whole band, one after the other, to 
get one that could run the car into the 
tunnel, which Is 4000 feet in length, 
and found only one who could do it, 
and it would take him twice as long 
as it did a white man. Tney all want­ 
ed two men for the job which one white 
man easily performed. It was the 
same way with the other workmen, 
and after two months trial, the Mon­ 
golians were discharged, and white 
men put back in their places. There 
are no Chinese employed there any 
longer, and Forest city is one of the 
most flourishing camps in the State 
to-day. If other employers will ex­ 
amine the matter, they will find tiiat 
they make nothing by hiring Mongo­ 
lians instead of their own country­ 
men. 


Another Shower of Flesh Reported. 
The Columbus, Georgia, Enquirer 
recently had the following statement: 
A few days ago Messrs. Dick and Ad. 
Kervin were standing in the hack 
yard of the latter when quite a show­ 
er of flesh fell upon and around them. 
It vt first seemed as a miracle to them 
as they had often heard of flesh ‘rain­ 
ing’ from above. They cast up their 
eyes and discovered several buzzards 
about 100 feet above them,flying about 
and this explained to them the mys­ 
tery, and one, too, which has so often 
occurred but yet unexplained. As a 
Louisyille Professor has suggested, 
this may account for the famous 
shower in Kentucky. The particles 
of the Columbus shower were not 
fathered or analysed as were those ot 
Kentucky.

The Captains 
Ceusvort and Boxo on the part pf M. 
Van Heeck, consulted Lieutenants 
Zerezo de la Tejada aud De Wetter, 
the friends of M. Marchal, and decid­ 
ed that their principals “must see 
each other.” The riding school of the 
Ecole de Guerre was fixed ou as a nice 
solitary place, as no doubt it is at half 
past four on a May morning, and 
there the duellists appeared, and, by 
the choice of Mr. Van Heeck, fought 
with pistols. They were put up at 
thirty-five paces aud the first fire pro­ 
duced no results. M. Marchal sol­ 
emnly declared his innocence, took 
Van Ueeck’s shot, and discharged his 
pistol in the air. Both men missed 
at the second and third fires, and then 
the five o’clock bell rang to awaken 
the boys in the school. There was no 
more time to waste and the distance 
was shortened by ten yards. On the 
first fire at twenty-five yards M. Van 
Heeck was mortally wouuded in the 
breast.

Brown of Tennessee followed 
in a brief speech, pledging 20,000 ma­ 
jority to Hendricks in that State. 
The Chair refused to put the ques­ 
tion.Mr. Abbott of New Jersey insisted 
that the question be put, which was 
finally done. The motion was lost, 
and the roll call of the States proceed­ 
ed with, more as a matter of form than 
anything else, he having already been 
nominated by acclamation. When 
Ohio was reached, Gen. Morgan an­ 
nounced the vote as solid for Hen­ 
dricks, but as a number of delegates 
rose to their feet and cries of no, no, 
were heard, Gen. Morgan then cor­ 
rected the vote, saying Ohio cast 36 for 
Hendricks and 8 blank. The an­ 
nouncement was received with hisses. 
When Tennessee was called the dele­ 
gates rose in a body and cast their 
vote. 
Col. Williams of Indiana said the 
delegation from Indiana was not auth­ 
orized to accept or decline for Mr. 
Heudricks, but for themselves they 
accepted. 
John Kelley of New York took the 
platform and said that he had worked 
strenuously against the nomination of 
Tilden. He had done this because he 
believed the party would be stronger 
in thecoming contest with a Western 
man. The Convention had decided 
differently and he yielded to that de­ 
cision, and no man would work hard­ 
er—and he had a canacity for work— 
(applause) than would he for Gover­ 
nor Tilden’a election (cheers). 
He 
had great admiration and respect for 
that pure statesurtin, Thos. A. Heu­ 
dricks, with whom he had served in 
Congress twenty years ago (great 
cheering). Mr. Kelley continued at 
some length, paying a tribute to the 
service of the Democratic House of 
Representatives for their action in ex­ 
posing the corruption of the Adminis­ 
tration, closing with an appeal for bar- 
moüy and theirs would be the victory. 
Kelley was quite hoarse from his bard 
work of the past week. 
Judge Hanna of Iiuiiuna followed 
briefly. He said (lie contest was over 
and the tomahawk was buried now, 
and the old guard of the Democracy 
would move to the front in solid col­ 
umn to achieve the great work of re­ 
form and purification. 
Mr. Minor of Nebraska offered a res­ 
olution recommending to the mana­ 


gers of future Democratic Conven­ 
tions the abrogation of the two-third 
rule.It was decided the first busiuess iu 
order was the roll-call of States for 
the selection of a National Commit­ 
tee.

Brown offered a resolution that 
a committee consisting of the Presi­ 
dent of the convention and one dele­ 
gate from each State be appointed to 
wait upon Governors Tildeu and Hen­ 
dricks and inform them of their nom­ 
ination. The resolution was adopted. 
A resolution recommending the re­ 
peal of the two-tbirds rule came up. 
Birch of Tennessee moved to lay it 
on the table. The motion to lay on 
the table was lost by a vote of ¿39 to j 
379.A resolution recommending the ad­ 
mission of Territories at the conven­ 
tion was laid on the table.-------- 
The question came up ou the adop­ 
tion of the two-thirds rule resolution, 
and Mr. Wallace of Pennsylvania 
called for a division of the question. 
He was in favor of the part reqviring 
future State conventions to iustruct 
their delegates, but not that portion 
which made this convention dictator 
to future conventions. 
The division was had aud the first 
proposition was lost. 
Senator Kearney of New York said 
he was instructed by the delegatiou 
from New York to present to the Pres­ 
ident of the convemion the portrait of 
Gov. Tilden now above the chair, aud 
he would say to this convention that 
he btHieved Gov.Tilden and Gov.Hen- 
dricks would sweep the country in 
November, and after the 4th of March 
next the President would do some 
more sweeping. He would sweep the 
carpet-baggers from the South and the 
thieves from the North. • 
Ou motion of Mr. Williams, at 12:30 
u. M. the convention adjourned sine 
die.After the adjournment a portion of 
the delegates aiid spectators remained 
in the hall and were addressed by 
Hon. C. M. Preston of Kentucky and 
other speakers. 
N ew Yo r k, June 29..—The Herald 
editorially, referring toTildeu’s nomi­ 
nation, says: He never held an im­ 
portant office till elected Governor of 
New York less than three years ago. 
He never was in Congress; Hever held 
a position of trust under the federal 
government. He lacks experience, 
and yet by his extraordinary capacity 
for politics he has distanced all com­ 
petitors. Tildeu’s nomination is not, 
however, equivalent to his election. 
He is undoubtedly the strongest aud 
most popular nominee the Democratic 
party could have made. The chances 
for his carrying New York are doubt­ 
ful. If he wins in this State, he wins 
everything; if he loses this State, he 
loses everything. With is own party 
divided, and the Republicans alive, 
adversaries thoroughly united, with 
the full influence of federal patrouage 
exerted against him, aud the discour­ 
aging eifect of the probable Republi­ 
can victories in the Northern States, 
Tilden enters upon the unequal con­ 
test.The Herald congratulates the coun­ 
try on the fiuancial plank of the plat­ 
form of both parties and says we shall 
have a safe administration aud steady 
progress towards specie payment and 
busiuess prosperity whether Hayes or 
Tilden carries oft' the honors. 
The Times says Tilden’s nomina­ 
tion means that the Democrats have 
abandoned in advance all hopes of 
carrying our State, and place their 
sole reliance on the chances of a solid 
vote of the Southern States, South 
Carolina excepted, with the addition 
of the votes of the Pacific coast, and 
New Jersey, Connecticut and New 
York. 
On this basis they would 
have 193 votes in the Electoral Col- 
ege. being eight more than a majori­ 
ty. Deduct New York from the Dem­ 
ocratic calculation aud the majority 
is changed into a minority. 
The 
Democrats have therefore deliberately 
settled ou New York as the battle 
ground of the campaign, and staked 
everything on carrying this State. It 
warns the Republicans not to under­ 
value his strength in New York. His 
candidacy forces upon the Republi­ 
cans a campaign of bard, honest and 
systematic work, and the necessity of 
nominating their best men for State 
officers. 
The World eulogizes both the St. 
Louis nominees and the platform. It 
says St. Louis responds to Cincinnati 
first by nominating a candidate whose 
name is a symbol of unflinching re­ 
form on a platform which means a 
peaceful revolution in the whole spir­ 
it and conduct of the Government of 
this country. It urges unity among 
all conflicting elements of the party. 
The Tribune says: The St. Louis 
Convention bus placed an admirable 
candidate on a bad platform. It was 
wise to nominate for President its very 
strongest man. His nomination is a 
triumph of principle which gave rise 
to the Independents in November of 
1872, and which every side joins. In 
the approaching contest we shall have 
a President of high personal character, 
honest record aud sympathies and as­ 
sociations. It is considered that the 
shuttling phrases in the platform re­ 
specting currency will injure Tilden’s 
chances in this state, aud without car­ 
rying New York the Democrats have 
not the remotest chance of winning. 
There is only one practical declara­ 
tion in the platform, that is the de­ 
mand for the unconditional repeal of 
resumption. There is no pledge to re­ 
sume at any time, no word of condem­ 
nation for inflation hearsay, but only 
steps which have been taken toward 
resumption. The Democrats Insist on 
retracting, and their offer to substitute 
for the one at Cincinnati, a platform 
unsatisfactory to honest men, because 
it said too little, but it said nothing. 
The Democratic party at St. Louis is 
committed to a course of national dis­ 
honor, and avers iu advance that it 
had no idea of adopting the policy of 
the statesman it has chosen for its 
leader, and under such circum­ 
stances it seems unlikely Tilden will 
be elected unless Hayes has thrown 


the battle away. The Republican 
nominee, by ids letter of acceptance 
or in any other manner, should lead 
the people to believe his election 
would be a contlnuatiou of Grantism 
if he should falter ou the currency 
question or show a leaning toward the 
corrupt a disgraceful. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , June 29th.—Seve­ 
ral leading Democrats have becfl in­ 
terviewed and expressed the utmost 
gratification iu Tilden’s nomination. 
Advices from the interior say that the 
utmost enthusiasm prevails among 
the Democrats. 
The Young Men’s Democratic Club 
met last evening and had a hilarious 
time. All the speeches over the nom­ 
ination and platform were of a very 
eulogistic character. 


Still Another Card.
